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PREFACE. 



T^ introdoction of Geography into common tchoolt, m t ragnlsr 
branch o£ edacation, has of late years become nearly univenal. 
Formerly this science was tauffht only to the higher rlnteea, it be- 
ing thought by most teachers uat the pupil must be vmll advaneed 
ia other branches before he could study thk with advantage. Ex- 
perience has however taught, that chUdren can learn Geography 
at a very early age, and hence its introduction into ihe yooQger 
classes at the present time. 

But among the books which have been published on this tab- 
ject, although many of them are works of great merit, there aiv 
none suited to the capacities of young boginnen. Most of them 
begin with definitions, which, to be understood, require a degraa 
of knowledge on the subject, never possessed by the new be g inn er. 
Children, instead of being made to commit definitions to maoMirj. 
shoald, as much as possible, at the b^[inning, be taught by means or 
the eye ; and hence the use of maps, pictures, and diagrams, in teaofe* 
ing infants. The map is to Geography, what orthography is to the art 
ofreading. The scholar must not only uodentami its use, but must 
have an intimate knowledge of all its parts, before he cnn undertake 
the study of descriptive geography with advantage. When he haa 
acqmred a praoticai and thorough knowledge of we map of a coun- 
try, he has then laid the ground work for understanding ita descrip- 
tion, and not befere. Suppose a child should leani by heart eveiv 
thing about the climate, scenery, and productions of Switzerland, 
for instance, and suppose bi™ to be intimate with the names of all 
its mountains, lakes, and forests, how much knowledge of the ga- 
ogrephy of that conntry would he possess 7 It is obvious that witW- 
ont knowing also the relative situation of these mountains, lakes, 
and forests, in respect to each other, together with their distances 
and bearings, such knowledge never could be applied to any prac- 
tical use. The map, then, ought to be the first lesson in geography, 
for by its means, the child can locate his ideas, and can see, at a 
single glance, the situation of the places, the names of which he 
learns. 

Having been for a number of yean occnpled in the instruction 
of youth, and principally in the science of Geography. I have, in 
common with others, long re^tted that no work welt adapted to 
the instruction of youth on this snl^ecC could be obtained, and my 
excuse for offering the present volume to the public in founded <m 
that fact A practicdL knowledge of geography, instead of rex^wir- 
ing years, I am taught by experience to believe, may be obuiined 
in a few months ; and I cannot but hope that others vwill find this 

natural p{^grai^ of the youthful.mmd. Instead of introcxacmg. 
beginnw at onee into Astronomieal G«>g«»P«»y' 
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to ipend weeks in learning definKiotis, and the description of the 
heavenly bodies, 1 have commenced lyi^ the town in which he 
lives. From the towQ, the sphere of his observation is extended 
to the counlVf and from the county to the state, &.c. This I am 
confident will be fivind not only the natural, but the philosophi- 
cal method orteachinf]r Geog^raphy : for on all subjects, the learn- 
er must make himself master of simple things, iiefore he can un» 
derstand those which are complex. 

In the present instance, the pupil bej^ins with confidence and 
alacrity, because he not only knows something about his own town, 
but the subject itself is highly interesting to him. From these 
yimple descriptions, the pupil is gradually led on, by a series of the 
plainest and most important questions, to a knowledge of the grand 
divisions of the globe. When he has become familiar with these 
divisions, and can without hesitation point them out on the map, he 
is qualified to commence the Second part. In this part, af\er & 
few general observations on the divisions, he is required to lenrn on 
the map, the boundaries, names of rivers, towns, &c. and then he 
commences with a description of the several countries which it 
contains. In every depnrtraent of description, great care has been 
taken to select what is most important for the pupil to know, and 
to commit to memory, and to reject whatever is of little use; for 
experience has taught me that long descriptions, however jadi- 
ciously arranged, do not fail to tire and discourage the young pu- 
pil. Some of the more prominent features or the country arte 
therefore all that should be required qf the beginner. 

This work will be found, to p<^98e8s some peculiarities. The use 
of initial letters, in particular, I consider of much consequence in 
enabling the pupil to determ-ine the correct answers ; so that it is 
believed in going through^ the entire work, he will seldom require 
any assistance from his teacher. 

The T^AtW part treats of Latitude and Longitude; and perhaps 
no part of the work is of more importance than this, and particu- 
larly as most books of this kind are deficient in this respect. 

The Fburth part contains an introduction to Astronomy and 
Physical Geography, together with problems on the Globes, and 
a ^able of Latitude and Longitude of all the princfpaV places on 
the earth. 

The numerous tables which the work contaij^fi* i( is hoped will 
be found useful and correct. Some of them have been copied 
with little variation from Morse and Maite Briin, and others have 
been arranged with much care and considerable labor, expressly 
for the work. 

In giving this little volume to the public, T cannot but entertain 
the hope, that I shall contribute in some degree to our improved 
method of teaching a science so necessary and popular as that of 
Geography. But how far I shall have tho satisfaction of seeing 
this hope realized, the public must determine.

When fire and smoke burst forth, it is called an erup- 
tion. The melted matter which is thrown out of a volcano 
is called Lava.]

A. It is the edge of land bordering on a sea, 
lake, or river ; as the coast of Guinea, &c.

A. It is a vast sandy plain destitute of vegeta- 
tion ; as thQ Sahara, or Great Desert, in the north- 
ern part of Africa. 

; f Sometimes the word Desert is applied to an uneven tract

4smtAi trees ; but has a soil incapable of being rendered pro- 
ductive by cultivation ; as the great American Desert.]

A. It is a large collection of salt water, mostly 
surrounded by land ; as the Mediterranean^ Bal- 
tic, Black Sea.

A. It is a collection of fresh water surrounded 
by land ; as Lake Superior, Erie, Ontario, Lado- 
ga. 

* Pronounced Ar-ke-pel-a-goes. 
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Q. What is a Harbor, or Haven ? 

A. It is a small part of the sea almost sur* 
rounded by land, where ships may lie in safety ; 
as Boston Harbor, New York Harbor, New Lon- 
don Harbor, &c. 

Are there any Harbors in the middle of the ocean ? Why 
not? What would you call a small Bay, where ships can lie 
in safety daring storms and tempests? 

Q. What is a Road ? 

A. It is a place where ships may lie at anchoi 
at some distance from the shore ; as Hampton 
Roads at the mouth of James River in Virginia.

^. What names are applied to the earth ?

corn on the 2l8tof December, which is called the Wiutei- 
Solstice. When the sun crosses the equator on the 2l6t ot 
March, it is called the Vernal Equinox; when it crosses it 
on the 21st of September, it is called the AvUumnal Equi- 
nox, From the 21st of March to the 2l8t of September, yoq 
will perceive that the sun is north of the equator, and our 
days are more than 12 hours long ; and from the 2lRt of Sep- 
tember to the 2 let of March, the sun is south of the equa- 
tor, and our days are less than 12 hours long, is the sun 
north or south of the equator to-day? Is the sun coming to- 
wards us to-day^ or going from us? Is /o-^/a^ more, or less 
than 12 hours long ?

A. They are circles drawn parallel to the 
tropics, at the dist^ce of twenty-three and a 
half degrees from ^he poles.

[On the 2}8t of June, when the sun is at the tropic of Can.

The reverse of this takes place when tlio 
sun is at the tropic of Capricorn on the Sist of December.]

ZONES.

A. They are divisions of the earth's surface, 
made by the tropics and polar circles. 

[The word zone signifies a belt or girdle ; and these diyi- 
sious are called sonc«, because they encompass the earth like 
a gf rrf/c]

perate, — and tux) frigid zones.

A. That part of it which lies between the 
Tropic of Cancer and the Tropic of Capricorn. 

[Tnis zone is called torrid^ of burning zone, because of the 
great and continued heat of the sun, which passes over it 
twice during the year.] 

In the Torrid Zone there are but two teatons^ the utt and 
dry. During the wet season^ it rains almost constantly for 
six months ; — and during the other six moDth?, it seldom « 
lains. There is no spring or autumn. The dry season is 
termed sunmxer^ — and the wet season winter. 

The Torrid Zone is distinguished for its productions, both 
animal and vegetable. Among the animals found in the Tor- 
rid Zone, the most remarkable are the elephant, rhinoceros, 
lion, tiger, leopard^ hyena, crocodile, — the camel, zebra, ante- 
lope,lamay ice, Sements and insect* of enormous size abound 
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ions, and are distinguished for strength, both of body and 
mind, and for industry, intelligence and enterprise.

A. About 35,000,000.— consisting of three 
elasiei ; viz. Whites, Negroes, and Indians. 
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The whites are the descendants of Europeans, who hav« 
settled in America since its discovery. The negroes arc de- 
scendants of African Slaves ; and the Indians are the rem. 
nants of those who occupied the country at the time of its dis. 
covery. 

Q. When and by whom was America discovered 7 

A. In 1492, by Christopher Columbus,* under 
the patronage of Ferdinand and Isabella, king 
and queen of Spain. 

The discovery of America by Columbus, excited a spirit of 
enterprise unknown and unfelt at any time before ; and 
drew adventurers from all parts of Europe. In 1497, John 
Cabot, and his son Sebastian, natives of Venice, in the ser- 
vice of Henry VII, king of England, discovered North Ameri- 
ca, and explored the coast from Newfoundland to Florida. 
In 1499, Americus Vespucius, a native of Florence, discoid 
ered the continent at Paria, near the mouth of the Orinoco. 
On his return to Europe, he published an account of his voy- 
age, and acquired the undeserved honor of giving his name to 
this continent. In a short time the whole continent was dis- 
covered, and settlements made in various parts of it, by dif- 
ferent nations of Enrope. South America and the Southern 
part of North America, were peopled by colonies from Spain 
and Portugal; the eastern part of North America by colonies 
from England, France, and Holland. America at the time of 
its discovery, was inhabited by a rude, barbarous, and war- 
like people, whom Columbus and his followers named In- 
dians. They considered the Spaniards as a superior race of 
beings, and treated them with all the kindness and hospitali- 
ty of which native innocence is capable. But their kind. 

* ColuHtibue was bora -at Genoa in 14^. From long and close 
application to the study of Geography, he became fully convinced 
that there was a new continent in the west. To determine this 
point, he resolved on a voyage of discovery. He finst applied to 
the government of Genoa for assistance, but uithoot success: he 
next applied to the government of Portugal, but his applications 
were here rejected ; he next applied to Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
sovereigns of Castile and Arragon, who furnished him with three 
small vessels and 90 men. Ho sailed from Palos in Spain, the 3d of 
August, 1492, and discovered San Salvador, the most easterW of 
the Bahama Isles, Oct. 13th, 149». He tnade four voyages of dis-

^ Respecting the northern part of North America, nothing 

is known with any degree of certainty. During a few years 

i past, several attempts have been made to sail round the 

f' northern part of North America, into the Pacific, or in other 

i words, to find a northwest passage ; all of which have been 

♦ unsuccessful. Capt. Parry, having entered Barrow's strait, 

sailed to the 106^ W. longitude, where he discovered a large 

island, which he named Melville, but was unable to proceed 

farther, on account of ice. Mackenzie, Heame, Franklm, t 

and others, have attempted to explore this region by land 
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but none hare been able to penetrate these fearful abodes of 
perpetual ice and snow.

UNITED STATES 



CMMntion at Piit*ddpiia, m ITfiT. 

The United States are the most interesting 
and important division of the western continent; 
and are distinguished for the excellence of their 
goveraraent, — the rapid increase of the popula- 
tion, — and for the intelligence, industry, and en- 
terprise of the inhabitants. 

In extent of territory, the United States rank 
amoi^ the first political divisions of the ^obe> 
They are 3000 miles in length from east to west,' 
and 1700 miles in breadth, hum north to south -, 
embracing almost every variety of climate, sur- 
face, soil, and production. 

The commerce of the United States ranks 
next to Great Britain. It extends to all nations, 
and to every clime. The chief articles of export, 
are cotton, tobacco, wheat, flour, rice, fish, ashes, 
lumber, and naval stores. Th^ chief articles of 
import, aj-e woollens, cottons, silks>, teas, coflbe, 
sugar, spirits, spices and wines. In 1831, the 
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foreign and domestic exports amounted to 80,- 
372^6 dollars ; the imports to 97,032,858 dol- 
lars. 

History. — The United States were settled principally by 
emigrants from Great Britain. Tl^y were all included with, 
in the English patent, and claimed hy the English crown. 
They wer^ styled " BHtish colonies in North America," and 
remained in subjection to the English goyernment till 1775. 

From the iirbt settlement of this country, the English gov. 
emment treated the inhabitants of these colonies as a distinct 
and subordinate class of subjects, and considered their inter- 
est entirely subservient to the aggrandizement and prosperity 
of the mother country ; and after the conquest of Canada, they 
began to exercise an undue authority over them, and to inter, 
fere in their civil concerns in a manner which excited the 
most serious alarm. 

The English government claimed the right of taxing the 
colonies, although they allowed th«rm no participation in their 
legislative councils. The colonies denied this right, and con. 
tended that ** taxation and representation were inseparable ; 
and that they could not be safe if their property could be taken 
from them without their consent." 

After various oppressive acts on the part of the English go. 
vernment, the colonists resolved to support their rights by 
force of arms. The first battle was fought at Lexington, on the 
19th of April, 1775. In 1776, they declared themselves free 
and independent, under the name of " The United States of 
Ameaica." In 1 783, January 20th, peace was settled between 
the two nations, — when Great Britain acknowledged the Uni- 
ted States to be free, sovereign., and indtpendent. 

In May, 1787, a Convention of delegates from the several 
states met at Piiiiadelphia, for the purpose of forming a con. 
stitution adequate to the exigencies of government, and the 
preservation of the Union. George Washington was unani. 
mously elected President of this body of illustrious statesmen ; 
and after four months deliberation, ihey agreed upon a consti. 
tution, which was adopted by xrb several states in 1789, and 
has been the source of unexampled prosperity. 

GomRNMENT. — The government of the United States is a 
federal republic; formed by the imion of the several states, 
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fat the purpose of mutual safety and defence, under the gene- 
ral power of a Congress. 

[Each state is independent, with distinct laws for itself, and 
has the exclusiye control of all loetU eoneemt : but the defence 
of the country, the regulation of commerce, and all the gwmerml 
interests of the confederacy, are committed bytheconstitutioQ 
of the United States to a general goyemmont.] 

The laws of the United States are made by a CongreM, 
which consists of a Senate and House of RepresenCatiTes, and 
is termed the legislative mnoer. 

The laws are executea by a President i who is assisted by 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, of the NaTy, 
and of the Treasury, and is called the exeeutive power. 

The President is chosen for four years» by delegates elected 
for that purpose by the people, and equal in number for each 
state, to the members it sends to Congress. 

The Vice President is chosen in the same manner, and for 
the sane length of time. 

The Senate consists of two members from each state, cho- 
sen by the legislatures thereof for six years. 

The Representatives are chosen for two years, by the peo- 
ple of each state, according to their p ipulation : 47,700 inha- 
bitants being entitled to one Representative. 

The Federal Judiciary is the power which explains and ap* 
plies the laws, and is independent of the legislature. It con. 
sists of a supreme court held at Washington, and a district 
court in each state. The Judges of the supreme court of the 
XJnited States, and the inferior officers of government, are ap. 
pointed by the President, with the approbation of the Senate.

The inhabitants are divided into a great 
variety of sects, the principal of which are Congregation^sts, 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Baptists, Methodists, German 
Lutherans, Unitarians, and Friends.

New Enoland, embracing the sic states east 
or the Hudson, is the most thickly peopled and 
commercial section of the Uoion. 

The climate is various, and subject to gt^at ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, but is remarkably healthy. 

Except the parts bordering on the coast, the 
Eastern States have generally an uneven surface. 

The two principal ranges of mountains are the 
White mountains, in New Hampshire, and Green 
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mountains, in Vermont. Mount Washington, 
the most elevated summit of the White Moun- 
tains, is 6,634 feet high ; being the highest land 
in the United States. 

The soil is various ; near the rivers it is general- 
ly fertile ; but in most parts it is better adapted 
to pasturage than tillage. 

The most important productions are grass, 
Indian corn^ rye^ oats, barley yjlaxy and various 
kinds oi fruit. 

The principal manufactures are eotton and 
looollen goods, hats, shoes, iron, and tin ware. 

The principal exports, in addition to those 
above mentioned, are timber, pot and pearl-bashes, 
and fish. 

New England is distinguished for its excellent 
system of education. Common Schools are es- 
tablished and supported by law, in every town, 
except in the state of Rhode Island ; thus afford- 
ing the means of a common education to all class- 
es of society. 

The people of New England are intelligent, 
moral, industrious, and enterprising. 

MAINE*

Maine is generally a cold, uneven, and healthy 
state, and is principally distinguished for its ex- 
tensive coast, and numerous harbors. 

* This state was formerly united with Massachusetts, and 
was termed the District of Maine, but in 1820 it was erected 
into an. independent state, and admitted into the Unipn. 
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The population is mostly in the southern peft, 
the northern being yet unsettled, and covered 
with esteneive forests, n'liich furnish vast quanti- 
ties of timber for exportation.

Agriculture and manufactureB have received 
considerable attention, but commerce is the chief 
occupation of the inhabitants ; and in the amount 
of its shipping, Maine is the fourth state in the 
Union. 

Ckitf Tmcn*. — AuqusTa is a pleaaant and flonTishing town, 
Bitaated ni the head of sloop tiavigBiion on ibe Kennebec. It 
is in ths midsi of a beaulilul and fertile country, and is noted 
for rhe elegance of its public buildings, and the rapid increaae 
of its population. 

Fonlcnd is a well built and flouriehing town, pleasantlp ait. 
uated on a peninaula in Caeco bay. It has a safe and capa- 
cious harbor, and is naied far its extensive comniGrcc. 

Bath is a floariBhing lawn, pleasantly situated on the Ken- 
nebec, 13 miles froni its mouUi. Except Fordand, it is the 
largeel and most commeicial ton n in the state. 

HalloweU, beautifullj' situated at the head of lide water on 
the Kennebec river, has had a rapid increasa, and is now ona 
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of the most wealthy, populous, and flourishing towns in <the 
state. 

Branawick ia pleasantly situated at the falls on the An. 
drosooggin ; it is a place of considerable trade, and is the 
seat of Bowdoin College, a highly valuable and flourishing 
institution. 

Watervillo is a flourishing town on the Kennebec, and is 
the seat of Waterville College, a distinguished literary insti- 
tution, under the direction of the Baptists.

New Haven is beautifully situated on a bay of the same 
name, 4 miles from Long Island Sound. It is regularly laid 
out, and contains a number of elegant buildings, and is cue of 
the most beautiful towns in the United States. 

New London is^ituated on the Thames, 3 miles from itf 
mouth. It has a considerable amount of shipping, and one 
of the best harbors in New England. 

NorwicJi is finely situated at the head of sioop navigation 
on the river Thames, 14 miles N. of New London. It is a 
beautiful and romantic town, and is rapidly increasing in 
manufactures and population. 

Middletown is pleasantly situated on the Connecticut, 31 
miles from its mouth. It has a considerable share of com- 
merce, aud is noted for the extent and variety of its manufac- 
tures.

The middle slates are distinguished for tigr.l- 
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cttfture, manufactures^ and commerce, and for 
their numerous and extensive canals, ^hich open 
an easy ^ater communication through all parts 
of the interior. 

In most parts they have a rich, fertile soil, and 
a mild and healthy climate. Wheat is the most 
important production ; but rye, oats, barley^ In- 
dian corn, buck-wheat, beans, flax, and hemp, are 
extensively cultivated. The climate is adapted 
to the growth of various kinds of excellent fruit ; 
apples, pears, and peaches are produced in abun- 
dance. . 

In the state of New York great attention has been given to 
education. Common schools are established and sapported 
by law in every town, and ample provision is made for the 
education of all classes of society. Besides the common 
schools, there are about one hundred academies and high 
schools. All the public literary institutions of New York are 
united in one body, under the name of the University, and 
are under the superintendence of a body of literary men, call- 
ed " the Regents of the University of New York." In Penn- 
sylvania, considerable has been done or the establishment and 
support of common schools, and many parts of the state are 
well supplied with the means of elementary instruction. In 
New Jersey and Delaware, public attention has been turned 
to the subject of common schools, and exertions have recently 
been made for their establishment in every town. 

Within a few years, the people of the Middle States have 
given great attention to the construction of raiUroads. Sev- 
eral of them are of great extent. The Hudson and Mohawk 
raiLroad extends from Albany to Schenectady ; length 15 
miles. The Schenectady and Saratoga rail.road from Sche. 
nectady to Saratoga Springs, 21 miles. The New.Castle and 
French town raiLroad from New-Cas^le to Elk river, 16| 
miles. The Mauch Chunk rail.road, from the coal mines 
near Mauch Chunk to the Lehigh river, 9 miles. These ar« 
in successful operation. Several others are in progress, and 
will Bopn be completed. More than 40 companies are incor. 
porated for the construetioa of rail-reads in various piarta otf 
Uf Middle State*.

In commerce, population and wealth, N. Yoik 
is tlie first rtate in tiie Union.

During the warm bpbboii, IheaoBpringa are the 
resort oftho sicli, gay and foshionabl* from variom parta of 
the United Stales. At New Lebanon, 27 miles S. E. of Al- 
bany, are warm tpringi, mucii frequented for bathing. 

The fall! of Niagara, in the river of the xame name, be 
tween lake Erie and lake Oolario, anrpass all others on tho 
globs. The riTSr is thras quarlsrs at * mile in width, anil 
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falb perpendicularly over & precipice 160 feet. In the Mo- 
hawk, 9 miles from its mouth are the Cohoes falls. 

Towns, — Albany is finely situated on the Mudson, 160 
miles north of the city of New York, at the point whero the 
Chaniplain and Erie canals unite with the Hudson. 

New York is situated on the southern point of Manhattan 
island. It is t( e most populous city in the United States; 
and one of the first commercial cities on the globe. 

Hudson is finely sillRiled for trade, 30 miles south of Alba- 
ny, at the head of ship navigation on the Hudson. 

Newburgh, *Poughkeeps c, Tr.)y, Catskill,and Waterford, 
are places of considerable trade. 

The towns in the interior und wcs^tern parts of the state, 
during a few years past, have increased in population with 
unexampled rapidity. 

Utica, 93 miles N. W. of Albany, on the Mohawk, is a 
flourishing and commercial city. 

Sacket^s Harbor is situated at the mouth of Black river, 
176 miles N. W. of Albany. Its harbor is the best on Lake 
Ontario. 

Rochester, situated at the falls in Genessee river, 6 miles 
from its m<^uth, at the place where the Erie Canal crosses the 
nver, is ouo of the most flourishing towns in the state. 
The first house was erected in 181^.

Pittsburg is situated at the junction of the Alleghany and 
Monongahela, 300 miles N. W. of Philadelphia. It is one of 
the greatest manufacturing towns in the United States, and 
is the centre of an extensive trade.

The Southern States, in extent of territory, fur 
surpass the Eastern or Middl* States ; and are 
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distinguished for their valuable productions, nu- 
merous slaves, and for the amount of their ex- 
ports. J 

The eastern part of the Southern States, va- 
rying from 60 to !200 miles in breadth, is a low, ^ 
sandy plain, and generally barren, except near the 
rivers and sounds. The interior is hilly and moun- 
tainous, and has a rich and fertile soil. The cli- 
mate, in the eastern part, is warm and unhealthy ; 
in the interurr it is mild and salubrious. 

Wheat, tobaccoy and Indian cor«are the princi- 
pal productbns in the northern part ; n'cc, cotton^ 
and sugar in the southern ; ?ind pitch, tar, turpen- 
tine and lumber in the eastern part. 

The eat! em part, or low country, is inhabited principally 
by planters, who live on large plantations, at a considerable 
distance from each other, and have many slaves. The inte- 
rior and tpeslern psLTia are inhabited by farmers, who have few 
slaves and small estates, depending principally on their own 
labor for support. 

The higher classes iri the Southern States are well inform- 
ed, polite and hospitable ; but the lower classes are rude and 
extremely fgnorant. The slaves perform most of the labor of 
the Southern States, and form nearly half Ihe population. 

The most important mineral found in the Southern States 
is gold. In 1831, there were coined at the mint of the Uni- 
ted States 518,000 dollars from the gold region of the south, 
ern states. Of this amount of gold 26,000 dollars wore re- 
ceived from Virginia, — 294,000 dollars from North Carolina, 
— S2,000 dollars from South Carolina, — and 176,000 dollars 
from Georgia. Gold has likewise been found in Alabama. 
Coal and iron are found in various parts ; but a1-e more 
abundant in Virginia than in any othftf of the Southern 
States.

The District Of Columbia is ten miles square. 
Wing on both aidat of (he Pfttomac rivw, 130 
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miles from its mouth. It was given to the United 
IStBtes by Maryland and Virginia, in 1790 ; and 
m 1800, it became the seat of" the General Gov- 
ernment. 

It contains Washington, Alexandria and 
Georgetown. 

Washington, Ihe Capital of the United Statos, is situated 
on the Potomac, 300 miles, by the coarse of the riTer and 
bay, from the ocean. The city is laid out on a re|pilar plan, 
jind when completed, it will be one of tlio most beautiful and 
commodious cities on the globe. The Capitol for the meet- 
ings of Congress is situated on Capitol square at the head of 
Pennsylvania avenue. It is constracted of fi^o^tone, and 
composed of a centre and two wings. The length of the 
whole is 350 feet ; depth of the wings 121 feet ; height to 
the top of the dome 120 feet. The Senate-chamber in Ihd 
north wing is a semi-circle of 74 feet in length and 43 in 
height. The Representatives* chamber in the south wing 
is also a semi-circle 95 feet in length and f.O in height. The 
President's house is two stories hiyh with a lofty basement, 
aau 1 / ) feet long by 8 > wide. 

[In August, 1814, Washington was taken by the British 
under General Ross, who set fire to the capiloj, President's 
house, and other public offices. The library of Congress 
was burned at this time, and that of Mr. Jefferson was sub. 
equently purchased to replace it.] 

Alexandria is^situated on the W. bank of the .Potomac, 6 
miles south of Washington. It has an extensive trade, prin- 
sipally in flour.

The principal productions are wheat and 
maize in the northern part ; cotton, hemp^ and to- 
bacco in the middle ; and rice^ cotton^ and su^ar 
in the southern part. 

Fossil coal is found in various parts ; and there 
are numerous salt springs^ from which salt is 
manufactured in large quantities. 

The woods and forests abound in wild animals, 
and the rivers are well stored with fish. 

These states are not generally supplied with common 
schools ; but provisions have recently been made for their 
establishment in almost every town. 

Numerous remains of fortifications and mounds of earth 
are foutid in various parts of the Western States. The con> 
stFuction of these, shows that they were built by men accus- 
tomed to labor, and who possessed considerable knowledge 
in the business of fortifications. They must have been erect- 
ed at a remote period, as trees several hundred years old are 
often seen growing upon them. When and by whom they 
were erected is entirely unknown.

Louisiana is one of tJbie most level and fertile 
states in the Union. The southern part around 
the mouth of the Mississippi, for 30 or 40 miles, 
is one continued swamp, covered only with a 
species of coarse reed, 4 or 5 feet high. About 
one fifth of the state is covered with vast prai- 
ries. 

A considerable part of the state is lower than 
the Mississippi, and to prevent its overflowing the 
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land, levees or artificial embankments of eart'i, 
are raised, from five to thirty feet in height, on 
ihe banks of the river.

It has a rich and fertile soil, especially on the 
rivers ; and a mild and healthy climate. The 
spring is about six weeks earlier here than in New 
England. 

The principal productions are cotton, tobacco, 
wheat, hemp, and maize.

are gqyerned by a provisional legislHturo, and a GoVemor, 
M'ho is appointed by the President of the I'nitcd States. 
1*hey can send a delegate to Congress, who has a right to 
speak, but not to vote. Tiiero are three territories of this 
description; viz. Florida, Michigan, and Arkansas. The 
second kind includes those tracts of country, over which th« 
United Stales claim the right of sovereignty, though inhabi- 
ted only by Indians. There are three of this kind, viz. 
North Went Territory, Missouri Territory, and Orogon Tcr- 
Tito»y, 

TERRITORY OF FLORIDA.

ABORIGINAL INHABITANTS OF AMERICA. 



The Column, or Pipe of PeatK. 
When America »iui discovered by Europeans, it waa ■ 
raet wilderness, inhabilod by an ignorant, birharoiis, aud 
warlike people, whose principal eroployaient wai hunting. 
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fishings and war. They understood but a few of the arts, and 
had neither books nor manuscripts. Their literary attain- 
ments consisted only of a few Hieroglyphics, trar «on^«, and 
tratiiliowiry tale.^, handed down from father to son. There- 
foro respcctinj^ their origin, migrations, or settlements on this 
continent, nothing could be learned with any degree of cer- 
tainty. 

Tlie ^aborigines consisted of several different nations, or 
tribes, and by the Europeans were named Indians, the whole 
country at the time of its discovery, having received the in- 
definite appellation of West Indies. 

Since the settlement of America by Europeans, the In- 
dians have gradually been destroyed by wars and new dis- 
eases, till but a small portion of their original number re- 
mains. 

The present number of Indians in the territories of the' 
United States is estimated at 470,000, a majority of whom 
inhabit the country west of the Mississippi. They are, in 
general, of a large size, of a robust frame, and a well propor- 
tioned figure, free from defects of organization, and are dis- 
tinguished for bravery and native eloquence. 

Each of the different tribes is under the government of a 
chief and council, who are elected to office on account of their 
military talents, wisdom and experience. 
* Of all the independent tribes m the territories of the United 
States, the tSioux are the most warlike and powerful. They 
are divided into several tribes, and are the terror of the sav- 
age hordes, from the river St. Peter's to the mouth of the 
Mississippi. 

The principal tribes within the United States are the 
Chickasaws, Choctaws, Cherokees, and Creeks. These 
tribes have made considerable progress in agrijulture, and 
the mechanic arts. They possess cultivated fields^ gardens^ 
inclosuresy herds of cattle, and are engaged in different kinds 
of domestic manitfactares. 

Missionary schools have been established among these 
ribes, at which hundreds have recei^ved the rudiments of 
education, and adopted the industrious habits of American 
citizens.

Lower Canadu was settled in 1608 by the 
French, at Quebec ; in wliose possession it re- 
mained until 1759, wlien it was taken by the 
English, in whose power it still continues. 

Lower Canada is mostly an uneven and moun- 
tainous province, but has generally a fertile soil, 
especially in the valleys. A large part of it is still 
a wilderness, inhabited by Indians. 

The principal settlements are in the vale of the 
St. Lawrence. The greater part of the French 
population is confined to the northern bank of the 
St. Lawrence, between Montreal and Quebec. 

The extremes of heat and cold are excessive. 
tVinter generally commences in November, and 
lasts till April. The spring is usually three weeks 
eariiCi at Montreal than at Quebec. 

The principal articles of export are J^A,/Mr*, 
potash and lumber. 

The faJIs of Montmorency, 9 miles bciow Quebec, are the 
greatest curiosity in Lower Canada. The river pours over a 
precipice to the astonishing def»th of 246 feet, exhibiting a 
scene of wonderful beauty and grandeur. 

Chief Towns, Quebec is the capital, not only of Lower 
Canada, but of all British America. It is situated on the riv- 
er St. Lawrence, 370 miles from the ocean. It is divided in- 
to two parts, the Upper and Lower Town, and is strongly de- 
fended, both by nature and art. 

Montreal is situated on an island of the same name, in the 

river St. Lawrence, 180 miles above Quebec, and 200 below 

ake Ontario. It has an extensive commerce, principally in 

nrs ; and is the great mart of the trade that is carried on be- 

ween the United States and Canada.

Mexico is a large, rich, and populous country, 
and is noted for the fertility of its soil, for its val- 
uable productions, and for its numerous and ex- 
tennive mines of gold and silver.* 

The surface is very irregular. The shores are 
]<^v and flat ; — but the interior rises into a lofty 
plain, or table land, 6 or 8,000 feet high, and 
1,700 miles in length. 
The most valuable prbdiictions are maize, wJieat, 
coffee, sugar, indgo, tobacco, cotlon, logtvood, 
mahogany, cochineal, and most kinds of tropical 
fruits.

Mexico, when discovered by Earopeans, was the seat of 
a powerful empire, and inhabited by a brave and warlike 
people who were acquainted with many of the arts, and had 
made considerable advances in civilization. Many remains 
of (heir monuments and buildings still exist. The most 
celebrated among them is the Pyramid of Cholula 70 miles 
£. of Mexico. It consists of 4 stories or terraces; and is 
177 feet high, and 1,423 feet broad. Itts built of unbumt 
bricks. On the top of the Pyramid was a temple in which 
they offered human sacrifices to the sun. 

This vast country was conquered by the Spaniards un- 
der Fernando Cortez in 1521. It was called New Spain, 
and^ remained a Spanish Province till 1821,' when the na- 
tion declared itself independent, and established a republican 
form of government. 

Ihwns, — Mexico is the most ancient, and one of the most 
populous cities in America. It is situated near lake Tezcuco, 
in a delightful valley, which is 230 miles ia circumference, 
and elevated more than 7,000 feet above the level of the 
ocean. It u regularly built in the form of a square, of four 
miles on each side. It is distinguished for the width and 
regularity of its streets, the splendor of its public edifices, 
and for its mint, at which more money is coined than at any 
other in the world. 

Guanaxuato is a large and flourishing city, 1 50 miles ^9^ 
W. of Mexico. The ground on which the city is built, is 
about 7,000 feet above the level of the sea. It is distinguish- 
ed for its gold and silver mines. 

^Puebla. is situated on a large plain, 70 miles S. E. of 
Mexico. The city is regularly laid out, and contains many 
elegant buildings. The ground on which it stands is eleva- 
ted more than 7,000 feet above the level of the ocean. It is 
famous for its manufactures of earthen ware, iron and steel. 

t Zacatecas is situated in a mountainous country, 240 miles 
N. W. of Mexico. It is one of the most celebrated mining 
places in Mexico. 

Vera Cruz, the principal port on the Gulf of Mexico, is a 
place of great trade.

WEST INDIES. 



The West Indies comprise one of the moat 
important and valuabfe groups of islands on the 
globe. They are distinguished for the fertihty of 
their soil, the value of their productions, the 
amount of their exports, and for their numeroiis' 
slaves.

Maize, yams, and sweet-potatoes are extensively raised for 
food. The mountains abound in valuable trees, as cedar, 
mahogany, lignum-vitffi, &c. 

There are but two seasons, the icet and the dry. The cli- 
mate is extremely warm and unhealthy during the summer 
months, from May till December ; but during the remainder 
of the year, the weather is serene and pleasant, and the tern, 
perature cool and delightful, — thus constituting one of the 
most healthy and agreeable climates on the globe. During 
the months of August and September, these islands are sub. 
ject to dreadful hurricanes, which often do extensive injury, 
also to earthquakes and violent thunder. 

More than three.fourths of the population are African 
slaves. The white inhabitants are mostly planters, and are 
generally wealthy, and are noted for frankness, generosity, ^ 
and hospitality. 

The West India islands are usually divided in the Greater* 
and Little Antilles,— the Bahamas, — and the Caribbean isU 
ands. Except Hayt4, they all belong to some European pow- 
er,-^ principally to Great Britain, France, and Spain.

[The Mestizoes arc thq descendants of thd 
Whites and Indians ; and the Samboes, of Indians and Ne- 
groes.] The majority of the population consists of Indians, 
who are subject to the tchites, many of whom are in the moat 
abject state of slavery.

A. The higher classes are g^enerally well educated and 
wealthy, but dissolute in their morals. The lower cUsset 
are ignorant, rude and superstitious. 

Q. What is the character of the Independent Indians ** 

A. They are brave, intelligent, industrious and warlike, 
and generally more civilized than those of North America. 

Q. What is the state of education ? 

A. Since the provinces have become independent, great at- 
tention has been given to education. Seveial universities 
have been founded, and information has been extensively 
diffused by means of books and newspapers. 

Q. What are the most distin^ished animals in South 
America i* 

A. The Jaguar, or American Tiger, the Lama or Peruvian 
Camel, and the Vicuna or Peruvian sheep. 

Q. What is the most remarkable bird of South America ? 

A. The Condor, which is the largest bird known that haft 
the power of flying. It soars to the height of 20,0: »0 feet, 
and preys upon calveSy goats, and sheep, and has been known 
to carry off children 10 years of age. Its wings, when ex- 
tended, measure from 12 to 16 feet, and the larger quills ard 
about 3 feet in length.

The climate on the coast and in the plains, is 
hot and unhealthy ; in the mountainous regions, 
it varies \vith the elevation.

Cuzco, 550 miles S. E. of Lima, was the ancient capital of 
tlie Peruvian Empire, founded in 1043, by Manca Capac, the 
first Inca of Peru. It was taken by the Spaniards under Pi- 
zarro, in 1534. It contained a magnificent temple of the sun, 
and other edifices, decorated with gold, and adorned with the 
idols of the various nations subdued by the Incas. The city 
still preserves many monuments of its ancient grandeur.

The town is well built, and adorned 
with numerous churches and convents. 

Pernambuco is a flourishing place, and has a large trade, 
principally in cotton.

In some parts of Chili it seldom or never rains ; but the 
country is well watered by means of the numerous small riv- 
ers, which flow from the Andes into the Pacific. Among the 
Andes in Chili, are fourteen volcanoes which are in a constant 
state of eruption. Earthquakes frequently happen, which 
often do extensive injury. 

The Arieanians, an independent tribe of warlike Indians, 
inhabit the southern part of Chili. They are distinguished 
for their love of liberty, bravery and humanity. 

Towps, — Santiago was founded in the year 1541. It is 
situated in the midst of a beautiful plain, about 90 miles from 
Valparaiso. Its houses are built of brick, and only one story, 
on account of earthquakes. It has considerable trade. Its 
inhabitants are distinguished for gayety and hospitality. 

Valparaiso, the port of Santiago, is the most commercial 
city in Chili. It has an excellent harbor, and considerable 
trade.

The southern part, below 
45° N, latitude, is warm, producing iheolhye, tine, 
mulberry and orange. Between 43" and G5° it 
is temperate, being the climate of fruits, grain, 
grais, and csctilciit jilontx. The part north of 
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65** is severely cold, producing but few of the 
necessaries of fife. 

Q. For what is Europe distinguished ? 

A. It is distinguished for learning and science, 
for excellence in the usefhl and elegant arts, and 
for the intelligence, refinement, activity and en- 
terprise of its inhabitants. 

Q. What is the state of literature in Europe ? 

A. It has reached a higher degree of perfection than in 
any other part of the globe. The Universities of Europe are 
numerous, and generally on a more extended plan than those 
in the United States. The most celebrated are those of Ox. 
ford and Cambridge. 

Q. What is the state of education 7 

A. Instead of being diffused through all ranks 
of society, as in the United States, it is confined 
to the higher and middle classes, who spare no 
pains or expense in acquiring a liberal and finish- 
ed education ; but the lower classes are general- 
ly igno/ant, superstitious and degraded. 

[In some parts of Europe, no provision has been made for 
the education of the lower class, nnd it is seldom a person 
can be found among them, who is able either to read or write. 
The countries best provided with schools for the instruction 
of the poor, are Scotland, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Ger. 
many, Prussia and Switzerland. In many of these, parith 
schools are kept, similar to those in the United States,

I.apland occupies the northern part of Nor- 
way, Sweden and Russia. It is a cold, gloomy, 
and barren i^on, and very thinly inhabited. 
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The principal wealth of the inhabitants, is the 
rein deer, which supplies them with food and 
clothing, and serves also as a beast of burden. 

In the northern part, the sun does not set during several 
Weeks in summer, and does not rise for the same length of 
time in the winter. 

The Laplanders are under no regular government, and 
are a miserable, ignorant and superstitious race. They live 
in small huts, half sunk in the ground; in the middle of 
which they build their fire, and sit around it on their heels. 
They place their food on the ground, and eat it with their fin- 
gers. In the winter they make long excursions on the ice, in 
sledges drawn by rein deer.

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Poland is a cold, level, and fertile country, and 
is noted for its extensive mines of salt. 

The salt mine of Wieliczka, 7 miles S. E. of Cracow, is 
the largest in the world, and has been worked 600 years. 
The principal mine is more than a mile in length, about lOOO 
feet broad iind 1,500 feet deep. The quantity of salt produced 
yearly at these mines is Yalaed at 600,000 dollars. The mines 
exhibit a spacious plain with lofty vaulted roofs, supported by 
columns of salt, which have been left standing by the work- 
men. -Since 1772 these mines have been in the possession of 
Austria. 



which Hurround it, by national character, language, and man lers ; 
it is still the land of the Poles, although its detached fragments 
have become Russian, Austrian, or Prussian provincss, containing 
about I5,000,0(X) Poles. Poland derives its name from Pohlen, a 
Sclavonic word, signifying b plain. 

Poland was formerly a Targe, powerful, and independent kmg- 
doro, but for many centuries past, it has been remarkable for its 
miserable condition. It contained 284,000 square miles, and about 
15,000,000 inhabitants. In 1772, Poland became distracted by in- 
ternal dissensions. This furnished Russia, Austria, and Prussia, 
with a pretence for interfere nee. They accordingly too k possession 
of a Inige portion oi the country, and divided it between them. In 
1793, they interfered a second time, and dismembered a second 
portion. In 1795, they interfered a third time, and divided the re- 
mainder of the country between them. Thus by an act of the 
f:rossp8t irgustice, Poland was blotted out of the list of kingdoms, 
n 1815^ the Congress of Vienna erected a small portion of the 
central part of ancient Poland — containing 47,000 square miles, and 
2,800,000 inhabitants — into a state, by the name of the "Kingdom 
of Poland," and placed it under the government of the emperor of 
Russia, who in consequence, added to his title, " king of Poland." 
A Polish constitution was soon issued by the EmpertT Alexan- 
der, consisting of 165 articles, which, if faithfully executed, would 
have promoted the welfare of Poland. But these articles were 
basely violated by the Russians, and the most ur\just cruelties wera 
inflicted on the brave Poles. At length, on the 29ih of November, 
1830, an insurrection broke out at Warsaw, and quickly extended 
throughout the kingdom and other parts of ancient Poland. A 
powerful Russian army immediately invaded the country, and aflei 
a short bur^evere struggle for independence, the Poles were sub- 
dued ; and by a proclamation of the emperor Nicholas, in 1832, 
Poland was incorporated with Russia, and has since formed an in- 
tegral part of that mighty empire. 
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Character. The nobles are brave, hardy and active, but il- 
[iterate, haughty, and extremely fond of dress. The peasants* 
are ignorant, indolent, improvident, addicted to intoxication, 
and of course poor. 

Towns. — Warsa-it, the capital of the late kingdom of Po- 
land, is pleasantly situated on the Vistula. It has a melan. 
choiy appearance, exhibiting a singular contrast of wealth and 
poverty, of luxury and distress, which pervade every part of 
this unhappy country. 

Cracow is well situated on the Vistula, and has an extensive 
inland trade. In 18 15, Cracow, with a small* territory adja- 
cent, was constituted a free state, or republic, under the pro- 
tection of Russia, Austria and Prussia.

dent, have formed a onion, for the purposes of mutual de- 
fence and protection, styled, " The confederation of the sove- 
reigns and free towns of Germany." 1 he general concerns 
of the confederation are confided to a Federative Diet, which 
holds its sessions at Frankfort-on-the-Maine. 

[The states are bound to defend each other in case of for. 
eign invasion ; and engage not to make war upon one an- 
other, but to submit their difierences to the decision of \h» 
Federative Diet.] 
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The northern part of Gennany is level; the southern is 
hilly and mountainous. The soil in most parts is fertile, and 
the climate mild and salubrious. Germany is celebrated for 
its mines of ailver, copper, tin, zine and cotU. * 

Character, — ^The Germans are grave, industrious and per- 
severing, and are distinguished for theif proficiency in the arts 
and sciences. 

Towns. — Frankfort is a free city, situated on the Maine, 
a branch of the Rhine. It is distinguished for its extensive 
commerce, and for being the permanent seat of the Federa- 
tive Diet.

Great attention is given to the raising of Meri- 
no sheep, which produce the finest wool in Eu-

Italy isoneoftlie most beautiful and interesting 
;«iinlries in Europe, and is diatin^uishcd.for the 
"onil fyofitssoi!, llie mildness and serenity ofitf 
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air, and for the beauty and diversity of its 
scenery. Italy was once the garden of Europe, 
the parent of the arts and sciences, and mistress 
of the world ; but owing to the indolence of the 
inhabitants, it is now one of the most feeble and 
powerless divisions of Europe. 

Italy contains the most splendid specimens of 
paintingf sculpture, and architecture ; and 
abounds with the remains of ancient monuments, 
such as amphitheatres, triumphal arches, ruins of 
temples, bridges, aqueducts, ^c. 

The principal productions of Italy are grain, 
vines, olives, fruits, silks, and marble. Agricul- 
ture is in a very backward state, and commerce 
and manufactures receive but little attention. 

Italy is divided into a number of small states, the principal 
of which are the following, viz. — 1. The Kingdom of Naples, 
in the southern part, which includes the island of Sicily. 
Capital, Naplrs. 

2. The Roman States, or the Pope*s Dominions, in the 
middle. Capital, Rome. 

3. The Grand Duchy of Tuscany, northwest of the Roman 
States, dependent on Austria. Capital, FuoBMHcm. 

4. The Republic of St. Marino, in the eastern part of tb« 
Roman States, under the protection of the Pope. Capital, 
St. Marino.

Comnierce and manufactures receive but little attention and 
are chiefly in the hands of foreigners. The principal articles 
of export are carpets, muslins, gauzes, crapes, wool, cdmeVs 
hair, muskets, pistols, swords, com, wine, and fruits, 

Turkey possesses superior natural advantages for agricul- 
ture, manufactures, and commerce. Its climate, soil, and 
situation are unequalled ; but owing to its despotic govern, 
ment, there are no motives to exertion, and every thing Ian. 
Irishes. 

Character. — ^The Turks are honest, grave, and hospitable 
to strangers ; but haughty, bigoted, insolent, and revengeful 

Towns, Constantinople, the ancient By-zan'-ti.um, is situ, 
ated on the strait of Constantinople, between the Black sea 
and sea of Marmora. It contains more than 300 mosques, or 
Mahometan temples, 23 Greek, 3 Arminian, 1 Russian and 
9 Catholic churches ; 11 academies, 518 seminaries, and 1300 
schools for children, 13 public libraries, and a mathematical 
an3 nautical school. The view of the city from the water, is 
one of the finest in the world. It is well fortified, and has 
one of the best harbors in Europe. 

Adrianople is situated in aneient Thrace, on the river Ma. 
ritza. It contains many mosques, an imperial palace, and in 
regard to population, is the second city in Turkey in Europe. 
It was taken in 1360, by Amurath, the Turkish sultan, and 
from that time it continued to be the residence of the Turkish 
emperors until the conquest of Censor ntinople in 1453.

GREECE. 

How is Greece bounded ? What is its capital ? 

Greecef is a small, new, and interesting king- 
dom, and is distinguished for its mild climate, fer 
tile soil, and for its magnificent ruins. 

* This city was anciently called Thessalonica, to whose inhabit- 
ants St. Paul addressed two epistles. 

t Ancient Greece consisted of a number of independent states. 
These were subjected by Philip king of Macedon 338 B. C. Ma- 
cedonandall the different states of Greece were subjugated 'by 
the Romans B. C. 148, and formed into a Roman province. In A. 
D. 329, Constantioe the great, emperor of the Romans, transferred 
the seat of empire from Rome to Byzantium, or Constantinople. 
This was then called the Byzantine or Eastern Roman empire. In 
1453, the Tuiks took Constantinople and put an end to the Byzan- 
tine empire. Since the conquest of the country, the Turks have 
ever treated the Greeks with the greatest cruelty and oppression. 
They were looked upon by their insolent masters as an inferior 
race of beings, and only fit to perform the lowest offices of drudge- 
ry. The Greeks submitted to these oppressive acts, till 1821, 
when they revolted from the Turkish yoke, asserted their inde- 
pendence and established a republican government. The Turks 
attempted to reduce them to subjection ; a destructive war ensued 
which lasted several years ; at length the governments of Russia, 
France and England interfered, and the Sultan of Turkey was 
compelled to consent to the independence of Greece. Since that 
time the Greeks have succeeded in establishing an efficient gov- 
eraraent, and are at thii time, eestparatively speaking, in a pros-

Arabia consists chiefly of immense deserts, in- 
terspersed with fertile spots like islands. It has 
no large rivers or lakes, and in many places it is 
destitute of water. 

]t is divided into 3 parts, viz. Arabia Petrcsa^ 
in the north-western part ; Arabia Deserta^ em- 
bracing the interior and north-eastern part ; and 
Arabia Felix, in the southern part. 

The climate is excessively warm on the plains 
and gubjeet t« a ileftrucfive wind Mdkd th« St- 
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miel or Simoom, but mild and healthy on the 
mountains. 

The principal productions of Arabia are coffee^ 
gtiTfi-ar-a-bic, frankincense, myrrh and aloes. 

The most useful animal of Arabia, is the *cam' 
elj and next to this, the horse, which is celebrated 
for beauty, swiftness, hardiness, and docility. 

Character, — ^The Arabs are an ignorant, savage and bar* 
barous people. Those on the coast are pirates ; those in the 
interior are robhera. During the middle ages they were call- 
ed Saracens, and were distingiushed for learning and science, 
but at present they are so illiterate, that but few can be found 
who are able either to read or write. 

7V)tor.«.^-MEccA is situated in a narrow valley, 40 milea 
from the Red Sea. It is a well built city and is celebrated 
as the birth place of Mahomet. It is supported by pilgrinw 
who-resort thither from all parts of the Mahometan world. 

Medina, 180 miles N. of Mecca, is celebrated for contain, 
ing the sepulchre of Mahomet. 

Mocha is the principal seaport of Arabia, and is celebrated 
for its excellent coffee.

Turkey is a mild, healthy and fertile country ; 
and is beautifully diversified with mountains, 
plains, hills and valleys. It is famous for its laines 
fruits, pomegramtes, and olives. 

Agriculture is much neglected. The chiei 
manufuetures are carpets, silks and leather. 

lattahilanlt. — The population consisls of Turks, Greeks, 
Armenians, Jews, Curds, and Arabians. The Turks are tbe 
ruling people, and like ihose of Turkey in Europe, are hoD' 
eel, grave, and hospitable lo Btrnngers i bul haughly, bigolpd, 
indoleni, and revengeful. 

afewn*,— CoKeTAnTrBOi'LE.— (See Turkey in Europe.) 
Aleppo, tbe capital of Syria, ia situaled about 70 tDilei 
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from the Mediterranean, and is the largest city in Asiatic 
Turkey- It has a considerable share of commerce, and is 
distinguished for its manufactures of silk and cotton. 

Bagdad, once the renowned seat of the Caliphs, and one of 
the most splendid cities in the world, is situated on the Ti- 
gris, 300 miles N. \V. of Bassora. It is the resort of Cara- 
vans from India, Persia, and Arabia, but retains little of its 
ancient splendor. 

Damascus is delightfully situated in the midst of a fertile 
plain, about 50 miles from the sea. It is celebrated for its 
manufacture of silk and cotton goods- It has an extensive 
commerce by means of caravans, and is one of the best built 
cities in the Turkish Empire. 

Jerusalem, the ancient capital of Judea, is situated about 
40 miles from the Mediterranean. It was once the metropo- 
lis of the powerful kingdom of David and Solomon, and 
had its temples built of the cedar of Lebanon, and ornament, 
ed with the gold of Ophir. It retains bat little of its former 
splendor, and is distinguished for being the resori of pilgrims 
from various parts of the Christian world. 

Palmyra, or Tadmor in the wilderness, is situated in the 
-Syrian tleseurt, about 150 miles S. E. of Aleppo. It is now 
only distinguished for its magnificent ruins, which surpass 

all other remains of antiquity.

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Benares, the ancient eeat of Braminical learning, is situa- 
ted on- the Ganges, 460 miles N. W. of Calcutta. It has an 
extensive trade in diamonds, gems, &c. and is a place of great 
wealth. 

Delhi, formerly the capital of Hindoostan, and seat of the 
Mogul empire, is situated on the Jumna, a branch of the 
Ganges.

China is celebrated for the great antiquity of 
its government ; for its immense population ; for 
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the variety of its manufactures and peculiar pro 
ductioim ; for the excellence of its inland naviga- 
tion, and for it§ reserve and jealous policy to- 
wards all other nations. 

China has a mild, healthy climate, and a rich, 
fertile soil, which is under the highest state of cul- 
tivation. 

The productions are numerous ; the most cel- 
ebrated among them is tea, which is the leaf of 
a shrub, that grows from 8 to 12 feet high. 

The principal exports are teas, tilks, and por- 
celain, or China-ware. 

One of ibe eresteal eurlosilies of Chios, is the Chinese 
aaU. It is 1,500 miles in leiiEth, from 90 10 30 feet in height, 
■ad BulScienilf widefor six horsemeo lo ride abreast. Il is 
said to have been Iiniahed3l4 fears before the Chrislian era- 
It was built SB a defence againet the Tartars.

Nanking was foi^erly one of the most splendid cities in 
China, but it is now much decayed. It is distinguished for 
the extent of its manufactures, particularly silkst crapes, and 
nankeens. It is famous for its Porcelain Tower, which is 200 
feet high. 

Canton, situated on Canton river, is the first commercial 
city in China, and the only one to which Europeans and 
Americans are permitted to trade. The chief article of ex- 
port is tea,

Lassa, the capital, is distinguished as the residence of the 
Grand Lama, and ifl generally thronged with people from 
various parts of Asia, who come to worship his sacred ma- 
jesty.

EMPIRE OF JAPAN.

The Empire of Japan consists of the islands of 
Niphon, JesHO, Kiusiu, and seveial smaller ones 
adjacent. 

Jt is a rich, pc^lous, and remarkable Empire, 
holding no intercourse with any nation except the 
Dutch and Chinese. 

The climate is mild and healthy, and the soil 
productive. Agriculture is held in high estimii- 
tion, and no portion of the soil, except the most 
barren wastes, is left uncultivated. 
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The chief productions are rice^ millet^ wheat, 
barley, 4^. It has valuable mines of gold^ silver, 
iron and copper: and most of the islands abound 
in coal. 

Inhabitants. — The Japanese are the most eivilized people 
of Eastern Asia, and are remarkable for their industry and 
ingenuity. They excel most nations in the manufacture of 
flilk and cotton goods, and in Japan and porcelain ware. — 
Great attention is paid to education; and they have several 
schools for the higher branches, as Rhetorick, Ajstronomy, 
Mathematics, &>c. 

Towns, — Jedo is a large, populous, and commercial city in 
the eastern part of the island of Niphon. It is the seat of 
flourishing manufactures, and contains many splendid edi- 
fices. 

Miaco, the ecclesiastical and literary capital of the empire, 
is situated in the interior, 160 miles S. W. of Jedo. It has 
an extensive commerce, and is distinguished for the extent 
and value of its manufactures. 

Nangasaki, on the island of Kiusiu, is a large and commer' 
cial seaport, and the only place where the Dutch are permit, 
ted to trade.

Siberia isa cold, desolate, forlorn and extensive 
region, and ia inhabitedby a number of barbarous 
ttWes, who are subject to Russia. 

It ia mostly a level country, consisting of vast 
plains, or steppes, many of which are entirely des- 
titute of vegetation. 

Siberia has rich mines of gold, silver, copper, 
lead and iron ; and abounds in wild animals, 
many of which are highjy valuable on account of 
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their furs ; particularly the martin^ sable^ beaver, 
and ermine. Besides these, there are elks, toolves, 
bears, reindeer, foxes, hares, ^. In Kamtchat- 
ka, dogs are used far drawing carriages. 

Character. — The inhabitants are generally ignorant, fiUhy, 
and barbarous. 

Towns. — Tobolsk, the capital of Siberia, is noted as a 
plaeeof banishment for criminals sent from Russia, and ifl 
the centre of the Russian fur trade. 

Irkoutsk, the chief town of Eastern Siberia, is the princi- 
pal mart of eommcree between Russia and China. It is the 
most splendid and prosperous city of SiUeria.

Caucasus embraces the country between the 
Caspian and Black Seas, and is inhabited by a 
jiumber of nations who are subject to Russia. 

It is 51 roughs broken, and mountainous coun- 
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try, entirely destitute of plains ; the climate lo 
the valleys is mild and healthy, and the soil fer< 
tile. 

The Circassians and Ceorgians are the two principal na. 
tions in this division. Tho Circassians inhabit the northern 
declivity of the Caucasian mountains, and are a ferocious 
and barbarous people. 

The Geor^ans possess the country south of the Caucasian 
mountains, and are friendly and hospitable, and said to be 
the handsomest people in the world. 

These nations are celebrated for the beauty of their fe- 
males ; numbers of whom are sold by their parents to the 
Turks and Persians, and are considered the brightest oraa- 
namenta of their seraglios. 

Teflis, the capital of Georgia, is situated on the river 
Kur. It is stronjrly fortified, and contains a number of 
churches, and is the residence of the Russian governor.

Australasia embraces New Holland, Van Die- 
men's Land, New Guinea, New Britain, New 
Ireland, Solomon's Island, New Hebrides, New 
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Zealand, and numerous smaller islands surround- 
ing them. 

NEW HOLLAND. 

New Holland is the largest island on the globe 
being 2,600 miles in length, from east to west, 
and 1,960 in breadth from north to south, con- 
taining 3,000,000 square miles. 

New Holland was discovered in 1606 by (he 
Dutch, Little is known respecting the island, 
except the coasts. 

The climate 4s mild and healthy, and the soil 
fertrle, producing wJieat^ maize, barley, oranges^ 
lemons, and other tropical /rw/Ay. 

The country along the eastern coast for an in- 
definite extent, is claimed by Great Britain, and 
is called New South Wales. 

An English colony has been established at Port 
Jackson, or Botany bay, consisting principally of 
convicts banished from Great Britain. 

The natives are small, ill shaped, and among the most de- 
graded of the human species. They have no regular reli- 
gion, and but a faintidea of a future state. 

Sidney is the chief town and capital of the English colo- 
ny. Pop. 7,000. ^ 

VAN DII}MEN's land. 

Van Diemen*s Land is a healthy, fertile island, 
170 miles in length, and about 158 in breadth. — 
An English colony was established here in 1803, 
and in 1818, it contained about 6000 inhabitants, 
about one half of whom were convicts from G. 
Britain and New South Wales. 

The natives resemble those of New Holland. Hebart 
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Town is tho capital of the colony. It was laid out in 1804, 
and now contains a number of elegant buildings. 

PAPUA, OR NEW GUINEA. 

Little is known respecting New Guinea or the 
adjacent islands. They are said to be populous 
and fertile, producing most of the fruits of the 
torrid zone. The inhabitants are negroes, and 
generally resemble the people of New Holland. 

NLW ZEALAND. 

New Zealand consists of 2 large islands, sepa* 
rated by Cook's strait. These islands arc moun- 
tainous, and have a mild, healthy climate. 

The natives are tall, well formed, and possess uncommon 
sagacity and strength of mind. They arc caniubals, and 
when provoked, are extremely ferociouis. 

An £nglish settlement has been established here for intro- 
ducing the blessings of civilization and C'hristianity. 7 he 
aatives manifest a strong desire for improvement, and have 
made considerable progress in the arts ofcivilized life.

Q.. How does Africa compare with the other Grand divi* 
■ions of the globe? 

A. It is the second of the five grand divisions 
of the globe, being 4,430 miles in length ; and 
4,140 in breadth, containing 11,500,000 square 
miles. 

Q. Between what degrees of latitude and longitude does 
Africa lie ? 

A. Between 35*^ S. latitude and 37^*^ N. lati- 
tude ; and between 18** W. longitude and 5P E. 
longitude. 

Q. Is Africa as enlightened and civilized now as it wasm 
ancient times ? 

A. It is not. The inh^bitaijts in the northera 
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part of Africa, were anciently among the most 
ertKghtened on the globe. Ethiopia was mucn 
celebrated ; Egypt brought to Europe the first 
germs of civilization, and Carthage extended her 
commerce over every part of the known world. 
But nowj Africa is the least known, least civilized, 
and the least important of the five grand divisions 
of the globe. 

Q. To what is our knowledge of Africa principally con- 
fined ? 

A. Principally to the countries lying on the 
coast ; the interior being almost entirely unex- 
plored. 

Q. For what is Africa remarkable ? 

A, For its immense sandy deserts, which com- 
pose nearly one third of its surface. The prin- 
cipal of which is Sahara, or Great Desert, which 
stretches from the Atlantic nearly to the Nile ; 
and is about 3,000 miles in length, and 1,000 in 
breadth, 

[The deserts are like seas, the sands being moyed by the 
winds like waters ; and storms on them are more terrible and 
destructive than on the ocean. They have Oases^ or fertile 
spots, like islands, which serve as resting and watering pla- 
ces for Caravans.] 

Q. By whom is Africa peopled ? 

A. The northern part, from the Mediterranean to the De- 
sert, is peopled by Moors and Arabs ; Egypt by Copts and 
foreigners ; Abyssinia by degenerate Arabs ; the southern, 
western, and central parts, by the Negro race. 

Q. What wild animals are found in Africa? 

A. Almost every species. Lions, tigers, elephants, pan- 
thiers, and hyenas reign undisturbed in its vast deserts. 

Its rivers abound with crocodiles and hippopotami. The 
largest and most venomous serpents are found here. The 
most useful of the tame animals is the camel. 

Q. What ean jo« fajr of the •liowte of Africa? 
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A. It tg warmer than that of any oihor division of the globe, 
as all its produclions, both animal and vegetable, bear testi- 
mony.

The cultivated part of Egypt, consists princi- 
pally of a fertile vale, 15 or 20 oiiles in breadth, 
on both sides of the river Nile. The remainder 
of the country is mountainous and barren. 

The climate in summer is extremely warm ; in 
winter it is mild and agreeable. 

The chief productions are maize^ rice, wheats 
barley, 4^., and most of the fruits of the torrid 
and temperate zones. 

Rain is.very uncommon in Egypt, but owing to the annual 
flood of the Nile, and the heavy dews, tlie soil seldom suffers 
for want of moisture. The Nile annually overflowB it«: banks, 
and spreads oyer the country like a sea. The rise of the 
Nile commences about the middle of June, and begins to sub- 
side about the first of September. The lands thus overflow- 
ed are extremely fruitful and easily cultivated. Manufac- 
tures are in a low slate. 

Inhabitants. — The inhabitants consist of Copts, Arabs, 
Turks and Jews. The Copts arc the most numerous clas^, 
and are the descendants of the ancient Egyptians. They are 
active, ingenious, and well skilled in business. 

Towns. — Cairo is the most popjaloAis, splendid, and com- 
mercial city in Africa. 

Alexandria was built by Alexander the Great, 331 years B. 
C, and for a long time was the scat of learning, commerce, 
and magnificence. It is now greatly decayed, and abounds 
in the ruins of its ancient grandeur ; among which are Pom- 
pey's Pillar, 75 feel high, two obelisks, and the catacombs. 
In the height of its splendor, it is aaid to have contained 
600,000 inhabitants. 
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[The Libnr; of Aleisndria snrpEssed all others in the sn 
cienl world. It was founded by Ptolemy Fbiladelphue, SS' 
ye»r« B. C, and conUined 700,000 manuBcript TolumeB. Jr 
wu bur.1t by the Saracena, A. D. 640.]

The northern part of Africa, now iccluded it 
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.'the Barbary Slates, once contained several king- 
doms and states, eminent for power, wealth, and 
commerce. But these have been repeatedly 
conquered, and scarcely exhibit a vestige of their 
former greatness. 

The inhabitants of the Barbary States are divi- 
ded into four classes ; viz. Moors, Jews, Arabs, 
and Brebers. They are ignorant, rapacious, and 
cruel, and have long been noted for their pira- 
cies and political debasement. 

Between the Atlas mountains and the Medi- 
terranean, the climate is mild and pleasant, antl 
the soil is fertile, but miserably cultivated. 

The chief productions are oi7, i^me, fruit, su- 
g'ar, cotton, and most kinds of grain. 

Between the Atlas mountains and the Desert, the country 
produces little except dates, but those grow in such aban- 
ilnnce, thatit is called Biledulgerid or the land of dates. 

These States are distinguished for the number of noxious 
animals which infest the mountains and desert tracts ; the 
most noted and ferocious among thorn are lions, panthers, 
and hyenas. 

Venomous serpents of an enormous size are also common. 
The boa eonHridor, or serpent of the desert^ is often 80 feet 
long, and moves with such incredible swiftness that no ani. 
mal can escape from it. 

Among the great variety of insects in these States, the most 
formidable is the locust^ which often conies from the desert in 
iuch immense swarms as to devour every species of vegetation.

Senegambia embraces a number of small pop- 
ulous states, and in general, i« a wall watered and 
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fertile country. The climate is intensely warm, 
and at most seasons of the year, extremely un- 
healthy to foreigners. 

Respecting the various tribes of negroes^ that inhabit thi« 
coast, little is known with certainty. The most numerous 
tribes are the Foulahs^ Jalloops, FeelopSf and Mandingoes* 
They are ignorant, superstitious and indolent ; and are ac- 
quainted with but few of the arts of civilized life; but their 
natural dispositions are mild and benevolent. 

The principal articles of export are gum, goldj ivory^ and 
Slaves ! 

Scnogambia abounds in almost every species of wild animals. 
£Iephants are extremely numerous, and furnish almost all the 
ivory of commerce. This region is mut^h infested by veno- 
nious insects^ disgusting reptiles^ and clouds of loeusts. 

Toembo is the capital of Foota Jailo, and is represented aB 
one ojf the largest cities in this part of Africa. The popula- 
tion iirsaid to be 70,000. 

[The Foulahs, or inhabitants of Foota Jallo, are ioattered 
over a great part of Africa. The great body of the nation 
live about the sources of the Gambia, aiid Rio Grande. 
Besides these, there are tribes of them south of Fezzan, and 
on the confines of Bornou ; likewise on the Niger and Sene- 
gal.

And .their labors thus far have been attended with encoura- 
ging success.

THE CAPE COLONY.

— The Abyssiniana are in the lowest state of 
civilization ; and in many of their customs, they are extreme- 
ly .barbarous and brutal. They scarcely regard human life ; 
and are fond of eating raw flesh, cut from the living animal, 
in it3 warm, palpitating state. They profess Christianity, 
but it is more in name, than in reality. 

GoNDAR is situated on a hill, surrounded by a deep valley. 
It has a moan appearance, its houses being built of clay, and 
only of one story. Pop. 50,000. 

Axum, the former capital, is distinguished for its extensive 
ruins.

The climate is extremely warm, but generally 
dry and healthy. The soil on the banks of the 
Nile is rich and fertile. 

The principal articles of commerce are gold- 
dustf ivory and slaves,'

Central acrfca. 
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The interior of Africa is very little known.— 
It is divided by the Jibbcl Kumra, or Mountains 
of the Moon, into Soudan, or Nigritia, on the 
north; and Ethiopia on the south. 

Ethiopia hu never been visited by white men, and conse- 
quently its geography is entire fy unknown. 

Soudan, or Nigritia, is divided into a great number of 
small kingdoms, most of which have never been explored 
by Europeans. Those parts which have been explored are 
well watered, and extremely fertile, producing all the luzn- 
U9m of the vegetable kingdom, and abound in almost every 
species of wild animals. 

The inhabitants consist of Negroes, who are said to be 
more mild and humane than those living on the coasts. 

The A%er is the principal river in Soudan, or Nigritia ; 
and has excited an extraordinaij degree of interest, by rea- 
son of the various and contradictory accounts, relative to 
its source and termination. But it is now ascertained that 
it empties into the gulf of Guinea. In 1 830, Richard ant] 
John Lander, two enterprising English travellers, set out for 
the purpose of tracing the course of the river to its mouth. 
They reached it a short distance from Sackatoo, and then 
descended it to its termination in the galf of Guinea. Its 
course is through a rich and populous country, the inhabit, 
ants of which have made considerable progression in civili- 
zation. 

The principal kingdoms of Nigritia, known to Europeans, 
are DaWur, Bergoo^ Begharmi, Bomouj Houssa^ Yaoor, Tom- 
.buei§0^vaMharra^ Taurieks^J^sben^ Kuavs and Fezzan, 

Darfur is a considerable kingdom, and is inhabited by an 
industrious people, who are principally engaged in agricul- 
ture. Cobbe is the capital, and contains about 6,000 inhab- 
itants, 

Bbrooo is an extensive kingdom, but little known. Wara 
is its capital. 

Beoiiarmi is a small kingdom dependent on Bornou. The 
capital is Babalia. 

Bornou embraces an extensive fertile tract, and is the 
niost powerful and flourishing kingdom in Nigritia. Kouka 
IS the capital, and is said to be a largo city. 

HoirssA IS a large kingdom, and is iahabitMl by «■ inteWi- * 
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gent people who have considerable skill in agriculture and 
manufactures. The chief town and great emporium of the 
kingdom of Iloussa is Kano, which is said to contain 40,000 
inhabitants. 

*The Felatah Empire is of modern date. It is represent- 
ed as a powerful empire and is said to hold several king, 
doms in subjection. The capital »s Sackaioo. It was built 
in 1805, and is said to be a large, populous town. 

Yaoor is subject to the Felatah empire. 

ToMBUCTOo is a large, fertile, and pow^erful kingdom, and 
one jfihe most civilized in Nigritia. Tombuctoo,thc capital 
of the kingdom, is situated about 10 miles from the Niger. 
It is the centre of commerce for Nigritia, and is the resort of 
caravans from Egypt, Nubia, Barbary and Abyssinia. Pop- 
ulation supposed to be 200,000. 

Bambarra is a large, fertile and powerful kingdom. Sego, 
the capital, is situated on both sides of the Niger, and con- 
tains about 30,000 inhabitants. 

The Tauricks are a barbarous and powerful race, who 
wander over all the adjoining countries, and subsist mostlj 
by plunder. 

AsBEiv is a powerful kingdom, lying north of Bomou. 
The capital is Aghadem, and is a place of extensive trade. 

KuAR is an extensive tract, lying west of Dongola, consist- 
ing mostly of deserts, interspersed with a few fertile spots 
like islands. It is inhabited by the Tibboos, who are a wan- 
dering tribe, and possess aUtho regions S. and S. £. of Fez- 
zan. 

FszzAur is a large kingdom tributary to Tripoli. It con- 
sists of an extensive oasis, or fertile spot, in the northern part 
of the Desert, surrounded on all sides except the west, by 
mountainsr It is chiefly important as the centre of trade, for 
the caravans which traverse the interior. The chief produc- 
tions are dates. The capital is Mourzouk, and is the grand 
depot for the commerce carried on between the Baibary 
States and central Africa.

Helena is a lofty and rocky island, and belongs to the 
English. There is only one harbor., which is of difficult access 
and easy defence. '1 his island is remarkable for the impris 
onmentand death of Napoleon Bonaparte. Pop. 3,0O(i. 

Madagascar is one of the largest islands on the globe. It 
has a healthy climate and a fertile soil, and is said to be rich 
in minerals. The crocodile grows to a great size in this isU 
and, and infests all the principal rivers, and has frequently 
been known to carry away an ox. 

It is inhabited by a number of petty tribes of different ra- 
ces — Arabians, Malays and Africans ; most of whom are in 
a savage state, and but little' acquainted with the arts of civil- 
ized life. 

The chief productions are rice, su^ar'tane^ cocoa nulybanu' 
na^ and the common productions of tropical climates. Pop. 
4,' 00,000. 

Mauritius, or Isle of France belongs t'o the English. It 
is a rugged and mountainous island, producing tropical 
fruits; likewise ebony^ and other valuable kinds of wood.

pUxiona, and includes the Europeans and their descendants 
in America, Turks, Tartars. Arabians, Persians, Hindoos, 
Abyssinians, Egyptians, and Moors. 

2. The Asiatic or Mongolian race has a brown, or olive 
complexion, having flat foreheads, small eyes, coarse, straight 
black hair, and wide mouths. This race includes the Chi- 
nese, Japanese, Mongolians, Siberian tribes. Nova Zemblaos, 
Laplanders, Greenlanders, and Esquimaux Indians. 

3. The Malay race has a dark brown complexion, with 
large features, strong hair, broad nostrils, and great mouths. 
This race includes the inhabitants of Malacca, of the Asiatic 
islands, of Australasia, and of Polynesia. 

4. The African race has a jet black complexion, woolly 
hair, flat noses, prominent chins, and thick lip8« This race 
includes the Negroes of Africa. 

5. The American race has a copper color, coarse, straight 
black hair, high cheek bones, sunken eyes, and stout raasco. 
line limbs. This race includes all the Indians dispersed over 
the American continent, except the Esquimaux. 

Notwithstanding the numerous varieties in the human 
species, the Scriptures inform us, that they are the ofispring 
of one common parent that the delicate European and the 
swarthy Ethiopian are brothers descended from the same 
ancestor. 

Climate, or the temperature of the air, is the principal 
cause of the different complexion, and the external form of 
the varieties of the human race, which when extremely warm 
or cold, produces in process of time, a dark — and when tern* 
perate, a fair complexion.

"accordmg to their habits of life, and state of ira-

provement, into four classes ; viz. Savage^ 
Half 'Civilized^ Civilized^ and Enlightened. 

In the savage state^ men subsist principally by bunting, 
fishing, and the spontaneous productions of the earth. They 
possess but little knowledge of agriculture, or the mechanic 
arts. They live in huts formed of poles or stakes covered 
with bark or leaves, or plastered with clay. The most noted 
in this state of society are the North American Indians. 

In the hal/^vilized state, men subsist by agriculture and 
pasturage, and understand many of the arts ; but science, 
literature and foreign commorco are almost unknown. They 
have established laws and religion, and some of the finer 
manufactures they have carried to a high degree of perfec 
lion. The most noted in this state of society, are the Chi- 
nese. 

In the civilised slate, men are acquainted with the arts and 
BcioHces^ and derive their subsistence from agriculture, man- 
ufactures and commerce. 

In tho enlightened slate, men have carried the arts and 
sciences 1o a high degree of perfection, and are distinguished 
for their industry, intelligence, ingenuity and enterprise. 
Among enlightened nations the most noted are the people of 
the United States, the English, French, and Germans.

GOVERNMENTS. 
Q. What is Government f 

A. It is the system, or power by which the 
laws of a country are made and executed.

Q. What is Astronomy ? 

A. It is the science which teaches the motions 
and the magnitudes of the heavenly bodies. 

Q. Of what does the Solar System coital ? 

A. It consists of the sun, planets^ asteroids and 
comets. '^ 
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. It is called the Solar System^ becsnae the smi is supposed 
la he placed in the centre, haying all the planets revolving 
round it, at different distances and in different periods <n 
time. 

Q. What is the Sun? 

A. It is an immense spherical body, placed in 
the centre of the system, and mves light and heat 
to the planets, moons, asteroids and comets. It 
revolves on its axis once in 25 days and 10 hours. 

This revolution is determined from the motion of the spots 
•n its surface. 

Q. Whatisa^danet? 

A. It is an opake body which appears to us 
like a star, and shines only by reflecting the light 
of the sun. 

Q. How many kinds of Planets are there ? 

A. There are two kinds, primary and seconda- 
n/f to which may be added the asteroids. The 
primary planets are those which revolvq round 
the sun and regard him only as their centre. The 
secondary planets, called also moon«, or satellites^ 
ore smaller planets, which revolve round the pri- 
inariest and serve to give them light. 

Q. How many primary planets are there ? 

A. There are seven : 1. Mercury ; 2. Venus ; 
3. Earth ; 4. Mars ; 5. Jupiter ; 6. Saturn ; 7 : 
Herschel. 

Q. How many secondary planets are there ? 

A. There are eighteen. The earth has I ; 
Jupiter 4 ; Saturn 7 ; Herschel 6. 

Q. What are the asteroids ? 

A. Thev are four very small planets, situated 
between the orbits of Mars and Jupiter : called 
Ceres, Pallas, Juno, and Vesta. 

2S 
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Q. What are comets ? 

A. They are large, solid opake bodies, which 
revolve round the sun in very elliptical orbits. 

The number of Comets belonging to our system, is supposed 
to be 540. The Jigures of eomett, are very difierent Some 
of them emit luminous matter on all sides resembling hair* ; 
others have a long, luminous, transparent tail, projecting irom 
that part which is opposite to the sun. 

Their apparent magnitudes are also very different. Some 
appear no larger than the fixed stars: others as large as Ve- 
nus ; and others much larger. 

The velocity of a comet is greater than that of a planet, 
and increases as it approaches the sun. That of 1680, when 
neareit the sun. movod with the amazing velocity of 8i80,00€ 
miles an hour. 



FIXED STARS. 



Q. What are fixed stars P 

A. They are those luminous bodies which ap- 
pear in the heavens, far beyond the planets, from 
which they are distinguished by their twinkling, 

Qffi^^Z^^^''^*^^'' '*• dorived from eoma, or coraeta, a 
wreak word, signifying haiiy. 
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They are caXiedJixtd stars, because they always keep the 
same situation, in relation to each other; and appear to have 
no proper motion of their own. The distances of the fixed 
stars from the earth, is almost inconceivable ; light, which 
flies 164,000 miles in a second, would be more than three 
years in passing from one of them to the earth. 

These stars being at such an immense distance, cannot re- 
ceive their light from the sun as the planets, but must shine 
by their own light ; and hence they are supposed to be suns 
to other systems, and to have worlds revolving round them, 
inhabited, perhaps, by intelligent and immortal beings. 

The number of the fixed stars is unknown. With the na- 
ked eye we can see abeut 2,000, but by the help of tclescopea 
many millions can be discovered. 

THE EARTH. 

Q. How many motions has the Earth ? 

A. Two ; one round its axis ; the other round 
the sun. It revolves on its axis once in 24 hours, 
and causes a continual succession of day and 
nighty and an apparent motion of the heavenly 
bodies from east to west. 

It completes its revolution round the sun once 
in a year, and occasions the difference in the 
length of the days and nights, and the agreeable 
variety in the seasons. 

The earth is not a perfect sphere, but an oblate spheroid, 
elevated at the equator, and depressed at the poles ; the equa» 
torial diameter being 34 miles longer tlian the polar. 

The earth is surrounded by a thin, invisible, elastic fluid, 
called air, which extends to a considerable height above it. 
The air, together with the clouds and vapors that float in it^ 
is called the atmosphere. The height to which the atmos. 
phere extends, has never been fully ascertained, but it is sup* 
posed to be about 45 miles. 

THE MOON. 
Q. What is the Moon ? 

A. It is an opake body like the earth, and 
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dunes entirely by light received from the sun. 
Its diameter is 2,180 mile9, and its distance from 
the centre of the earth 240,000 miles. Its bulk 
to that of the earth is as 1 to 49. 

The moon revolve* round the earth, from change to chan^ 
in 29 dajs 12 hours 44 minutes. 

The •urface of the moon is greatiy diversified with ine- 
qnalitiea, which through a telescope have the appearance of 
hills and valleys. 

When the moon is in conjunction, or in the same part of 
the heavena with the sun, it is called the new moan; when 
it is in opposition, or 180 degrees distant, it is caUed theJuU 
tiwonm 

The moon revolves on its axis but once in its revolution 
round the earth, and consequently its day ia a little longer 
than 29^ of our dajs. 

ECLIPSES. 

Q. What is an Eclipse f 

A. It is a partial, or total privation of the light 
of the sun or moon. 

Q. What is the cause of an eclipse of the sun ? 

A. It is eausedby the interposition of themoon 
between the earth and the sun, and consequently 
must happen when the moon is in conjunction 
with the sun, or at the new moon. 

Q. What causes an eclipse of the moon ? 

A« It is caused by an interposition of the earth 
between the sun and moon, and therefore must 
happen at the full moon, or when the moon is 180 
degrees distant from the sun. 

The diameter of the sun and moon is supposed to be divi- 
ded into 12 parts, called digits ; and an eclipse is said to be-so 
many digits, according to the number of those parts, wliich 
are involved at the greatest darkness. 

^ WK^ ''^^ SEASONS. 

Tr fSf ®o«a«ions the different seasons? 

^' ifteyare occasioned by the axis of th« 
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earth, being inclined to the level of its orbit al- 
w^ays in one direction, in its circuit round the 
sun ; so that one end of the axis is directed to- 
wards the sun at one season of the year, and 
from the sun at another. This also occasions 
the variation of climate, and the different lengths 
of day and night. 

[See the figure representing the seasons.] 
From the 20th of March to the 22d of September the 
Qorth pole inclines to the sun, and it is 8umm9r in the norlh- 
trn hemisphere and winter in the touthem ; from the 22d of 
September to the 20th of March the north pole declines/r om 
tlio sun, and it is winter in the northern hemisphere and nkm- 
mer in the aoutkem. 

In the same manner it will be seen, that during one half 
the year the north pole is continually illuminated by thesan 
while the south pole is in darkness ; and consequently the 
days in the northern hemisphere will be more than 12 hours 
long, and those in the southern hemisphere, less than 12 
hours ; and during the other half the year, the south pole 
is cunstanily in the light, and the north pole in darkness, 
nnd consequently the days in the southern hemisphere will 
ho more than 12 hours long, and those in the northern less 
than 12 hours ; thus causing the different lengths of day and 
night. 

At the equator the days and nights are always equal, be- 
ing 12 hours each ; but as you proceed from the equatorj 
they vary in length according to tlie latitude and season. 

In Utitude 16° 44', the day is 13 hours long ;~in 41° 24' 
It is 15 hours in length ;— in 61° 18', it is 19 hours ; — in 66° 
32', it is 24 hours ; — in 67° 1 8\ the longest day is one month y 
in 69° 33', it is 2 months ; in 77° 40', it is 4 months ; and at 
Ihe poles, 6 months.

CLIMATES. 

Climate is a portion of the earth's surface contained be 
tween 2 small circles parallel to the equator and of such « 
breadth that the longest day in the parallel nearest the equa. 
tor is half an hoar shorter than in the next more remote, ia 
the torrid and temperate zones, — and one month in the fn< 
gid zones. 

All places in the same latitude, are in the same climate,— 
but it must not be inferred from thence that they have the 
same atmospherical temperature, as this depends on yariooi 
oauses. Mountains, lakes, deserts, plains, &c. have great 
effect ou the atmosphere; as high mountains under the 
equator are covered with .perpetual snow, and deserts are 
parched with constant heat.

JNoTB. — It will be seen that the climates arc placed in regfuJar or* 
der on the scale as far as 49^ 2^, increasing in length half an boor, 
as you proceed from the equator, — after which they are not laid 
down regularly till you come to the polar circle. Here you will 
perceive by the scale that the days in each climate instead of beiog 
only half an hour longer than in the one nearer the equator, are one 
month longer as you approach the pole. 



Q. What seasons have they in the torrid zone ? 

A. The only distinction of seasons in the torrid 
zone is from hot and dry to ?iot and rainy. Most 
countries of the torrid zone have six moaths in- 
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dining to a loet, and six months inclining to a4fy 
air. 

Q. How many fioasons are there in the frigid zone? 

A. In the frigid zone they have but two sea- 
sons, winter and summer. 

On coBtinent8,the weather is more settled than on islands ; 
the "heat of summer is greater in the former, the cold of win- 
ter i«iess intense in the latter. 

[On islands the heat is tempered by clouds and vapors, 
from the surrounding sea; and from the same cause the 
weather is inconstant.] 



WINDS. 
Q. What is Wind ? 

A. It is air put in motion, occasioned chiefly by 
means of heat. 

When any part of the air is heated by the sun or other- 
wise, it expands, and ascends towards the higher parts of the 
atmosphere, and the neighboring air rushes in to sup^ily its 
place ; and there will therefore bo a stream or current of air 
from all parts towards the region in which the heat predomi- 
nates. This pressure of the air is what is called wind. 

Q« What is the velocity of wind ? , 

A. A gentle breeze moves about 4 miles an 
hour ; a common brisk wind about 15 miles ; a 
high wind 30 ; a storm 60 ; a violent hurricane 
lOU miles an hour. 

Q. How many kinds of tropical winds are there ? 

A. Three ; the general trade winds ; the mon- 
soons ; the land and sea breezes. 

1 . The general trade winds blow from east to west, ex- 
tending to nearly 30° of latitude on each side of the equator 
nearly round the globe. 

2. The monsoons are periodical winds, which prevail ii£ 
the Indian Ocean, and blow six months in one direction, and 
during the other six months in an opposite direction. Their 
change at the vernal and autumnal equinox is accompanied 
with terrible storms of rain, lightning and thunder. 

3. The land and sea breezes are periodical winds, wfaiok 
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Mow IVom the land daring^ the night, mnd from tbo sea, donnf 
the day. 

Windf are affected by tho countries over which they pass, 
being rendered pestilential by the heat of deserts and the 
putrid exhalations of lakes and marshes. 

In Africa and Arabia, a wind blows from the deserts called 
the Samiel or ^tsieom, which frequently produces instant 
death. 

On the western coast of Africa is a similar wind, called 
Burmatian^ prodnoing a dryness and heat almost insupporia* 

A warm, unpleasant wind from Africa, preyails in Uif 
southern part of Europe, called the Siroeeo^ producing greai 
uneasiness and debility in the system. 



TIDES. 
Q. What is the Tide f 

A. It is the regular elevation and depression 
of the ocean, which happens twice every 24 
hours, caused by the attraction of the moon and 
of the sun. 

At the new and/ui/ moon, the tides are greatest, and are 
caNod ipring Odes ; at the first and last quarters, they are 
least, and are called neap-tides ; and the highest are near the 
time of the equinoxes. 

PRODUCTIONS OF THE EARTH. 

Q. How are the productions of the earth arranged ? 

A* Under tliree grand divisions, called king- 
doms ; viz. : The mineral kingdom^the vegetahU 
kingdom^ and the animal kingdom. 

1. The mineral kingdom contains all earths and stones, 
mineral combustibles, salts, and metals. 

2. The vegetable kingdom includes all trees, shrubs, and 
plants. 

3. The ammal kingdom includes all living creatures ; ai 
bipeds, quadrupeds, fowls, fishes, reptiles, insects, and 
worms.

A. It is a thin slip of brass, divided into 90% 
and is generally used to determine tlie distance 
of one place from another. 

Q. What ia the Hour Circle ? 

A. It is a small circle of brass, with an index 
or pointer, fixed to the north pole. 

Q. What is the Horizon ? 

A. It is a great circle, which separates the vis- 
ible half of the heavens from the invisible. 

Q. How is the horizon represented on the Artificial 
Globe ? 

A. By the wooden circular frame on which 
the globe stands. 

Q. What is the Ecliptic ? 

A. It is the great circle, which the earth de- 
scribes annually, in its revolution round the sun. 

Q. How is the Ecliptic divided P 

A. Into twelve equal parts of 30 degrees each, 
called signs.
